WATSON MAKES STATEMENT. 


Populist Candidate Objects To Treat- 
ment He Terms Un-. 
friendly. 

In a statement made to the press last 
night by Hon. Thomas E. Watson the 
populist candidate takes to task the editor 
of The Macon Telegraph, for an editorial 
reference which Mr. Watson terms un- 

friendly. The statement follows: 

In The Macon Telegraph of November 
3 there appeared on the editorial page, 
first column, an editorial under the head- 
ing “‘A Negro Editor On Watson.” Every 
line of this editorial is unfriendly to me 
and it contained a quotation from a ne- 
gro editor, whose name is T. Thomas 
Fortune. The quot&tion was: 

“We don’t know Judge Parker, but we 
venture the statement that if put to the 
test as to whether he should dine with 
Editor Fortune or Candidate Watson he 
would select the editor and leave the 
candidate to eat at the Esopus railroad 
lunch counter, simply because he (Par- 
ker) knows that the editor is a metro- 
politan gentleman, used to the amenities 
of high society, while the candidate is 
a country hayseed, who has had no op- 
portunity to become familiar with amenl- 
ties of any sort. He has hobnobbed with 
commonplace society all his life, would 
not know the taste of champagne from 
bay rum and would mistake ice cream 
for frozen soap.” 

That quotation from the negro paper 
was preceded by about twenty lines of 
unfriendly, contemptuous reference to me 
and was followed by a still more lengthy 
editorial commenting still 
spectfully and contemptuously. 

It is true that in one sentence of this 
lengthy editorial Mr. Pendleton did say 
that the negro had shown himself to 
be a contemptible fellow. But he char- 
acterized the “high society’ words of 
the negro alone as being contemptible. 
‘In the very last line of the editorial imme- 
‘diately following the one I have just re- 
‘ferred to Mr. Pendleton explicitly stated 
‘that it was to be regretted that I had 
put myself in a position to justify just 
refiarks as the negro had made about 


me.

WATSON SPENS 
“TO NEIGHBOR 


Populist Candidate Makes 
Speech at Thomson, 


Denies Charge That He Has Been 
Bought Up’ Sy Republicans. 
Major McGregor Tells 
of Offers Watson Has 

Refused. * 


Thomson, Ga., November 4.—(Special.) 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson spoke Here to- 
Gay for the first time during the pres- 
ent campaign to a large audience from 
this ang adjoining counties. His speech 
was, as he termed it, more of a conver- 
gation with neighbors and friends than a 
political address, though he touched 
upon most of the vital points of the 
present campaign. He defended himself 
against the charge that he had been 
bought up by the republican party by 
showing that in the campaign in 1896 he 
was offered $10,000 or any other large 
amount he would name, for his letter of 
acceptance to be used exclusively by one 
New York paper, which offer he refused. 
He further showed that he had been of- 
fered as much as $!,000 for a newspaper 
interview, but declined to even sel] in- 
terviews. He explained his delay in ac- 
cepting the nomination tendered him by 
the’ populists during the present year, 
by stating that he was looking over the 
ground to see if any encouragement was 
Offered by the old populist leaders. 

He stated that during the present cam- 
paign he was offereq the sum of $20,- 
000 for the first year's work, $25,000 
‘Zor the second, and $46,000 for the next 
three years, if he would abandon his 
present campaign and enter into the 
work at once. 

This statement was made by Major 
MoGregor durig the delivery of Mr. Wat- 
son's speech and was sanctioned by 
him, 

Mr. Watson touched up The Augusta 
Chronicle, on account of the rabiki edi- 
torials which have been appearing in 
that paper against him, and paid his 
respects to The Macon Teiegraph on 
account of the publication of the edli- 
torial of the negro, T. Thomas Fortune, 
stating that Parker would prefer’ to 
dine with him (the negro) to a hayseed 
like Watson.

It was under the operation of this dis- 
graceful outcome of a delusive show of 
reformation by its friends that 
the battle of (884 was foveht. The 
average rate of duty on imports then 
prevailing was something over 45 per 
cent; an@ that rate the people by their 
verdict at the polls condemned as un- 
necessary and unjust, and denounced lis 
exactions as no better than robbery. 

I have ventured to remind you of 
these &cidents for an especial purpose. 
I desire to direct your attention to the 
fact that in the contest of twenty years 
agothetariff then existing was condemn- 
ed because in and of itself, without ac- 
complices or various asgeciates, it was 
guWiity of despoiling our people in their 
tomes. Trusts and combinations did 
not then appear as its confederates. If 
they existed at ali. they were infant 
industries too few and too. young to 
be mentioned in the platform of either 
of the great pcvitical partics, and too 
newly born to be the compantons of 
such other infant fmdustries as those 
still unweaned, had actually grown gray 
at the breasts of sinfully indulgent tar- 
iff jrotection. 

The multiplication of this new race of 
infant industries soon grew to be wonder- 
fully in excess of all ‘other birth rate 
records. In 1888 they had attracted at- 
tention enough to be denounced in both 
party platforms. 
infant prodigies ran far ahead of the 
most exaggerated imagination of parental 
pride. Before they were a day old they rec- 
ognized in the policy of high protection 
the way to growth and strength and 
wealth. Though it is sometimes now 
said that the tariff has nothing to do 
with trusts, Mr. Havemeyer, the most 
competent of all men to give expert tes- 
timony on the gubject, has declared, ‘“The 
tariff is the mother of trusts,’’ and the 
trusts themselves were precocious enough 
to know this at the beginning of their 
infantile existence, 


High Tariff Wall. : 

They knew that tariff protection builds 
a high wall around American indus- 
tries ‘which guards them against com- 
petition or disturbance from abroad and 
they know that nothing prevents the 
raising of prices to the full height of this 
wall except competition among these in- 
dustries themselves, resulting in the un- 

rselling of each other at home and 
within the fortified area of their opera- 
tions. They know that this 
barrier standing between our 
consumers and the exaction 
of prices as high as the wall of tariff pro- 
tection must be removed and the margin 
between prices as modified by home com- 
petition and the prices attainable without 
such composition, be under the control 
of fhese industries, if they were to en- 
joy to the fullest extent the fruits of 
government favoritism. They knew that 
home competition could be eliminated by 
such agreements among the industries in- 
terested, as would regulate prices and 
production and concentrate management, 
but above all things they knew well, 
that all devices would entirely fail to 
accomplish the result desired, if any 
breach in the wall protection «<gainst . for- 
eign interference was permitted, and they 
knew that the higher this wall was raised 
the greater would be the scope for their 
extortionate machinations, . 

Nor is it alone in this direct and pal- 
pable way that high protection is an es- 
sential factor in tndustrial *«ombination. 
Those who manage these affairs take 
into account and consider as an asset 
of their undertaking the increased profits 
|'which must result when tariff protec- 


‘tion is coupled with the suppression of | 


home competition, and counting these as 
/'money in hand they are enabled to con- 
fidently venture upon the purchase of 
similar independent enterprises at high 
valuations paid in watered stocks, or to 
force their cooperation by threats of 
ruinous attack. 

Schemes of this sort, secured against 
foreign interference by a_ protective 
tariff and shielded from domestic dis- 
turbance ‘by covenants of joint partici- 
pation and defense, when consummated 
and fully under way, enhance their prof- 
its by what igs called economy in ad- 
ministration, which is another phrase for 
consolidation of manggement, but which 
really means less ork for many em- 
ployees amd laborers, and the reduction 
of wages to the lowest possible limit. I

have sald that the higher the wall of 
protection was raised the larger was the 
scope Tor the machinations of these trusts 
and combinations, 
Tariff Has Spawned _.usts. 

The McKinley tariff law which .some- 
what increased the average rate of im- 
port duties over those of 1884, was pass- 
ed on the Ist day of October, 1890. The 
trusts and ‘combinations formed prior to 


dustrial combinations numbering 213, of 
which I could count only 13 existing at 
the time this law became operative. Un- 
der the stimulous of increased protec- 
tion afforded by the McKinley tariff they 
began to multiply. The statement has 
been made that under this tariff or rather 
prior to the passage of the Dingley law 
in 1897, only eighty of these trusts and 
combinations had been formed. It must 
be noted, however, that during about 
three years immediately before that date, 
the Wilson tariff law was in force. This 
was a democratic measure which repeal- 
ed the McKinley enactment and lowered 
duties. While the Wilson law prevailed, 
the creation of trusts and combinations 
almost entirely ceased, as was naturally 
to be expected, in view of the fact that 
the atmosphere of democratic tariff legis- 
lation and the policy of the democratic 
party is unfavorable to the growth and 
development of these particular infant 
industries. 

The Dingley tariff laws of 1897 raised 
the average of import duties to some- 
thing over 50 per cent, and made the 
high water mark in our country’s tariff 
legislation. Its fond parents ‘have placed 
upon the family record contained in their 
bible entitled: ‘‘Republican Campaign 
Text Book, 1904,” the following mention 
of the ¢child’s birth and its lovely traits: 

“Went into effect July 24, 1897, 
known as the Dingley act—thoroughly 
protective—and stated in its title that its 
purpose was to provide revenue for the 


dustries of the United States.’ ” 

It has indeed provided revenue for the 
government, but it has grievously bur- 
dened the people, put public economy to 
shame and invited extravagant schemes 
and wasteful expenditures; and among 
the industries of the United States— 
which it has encouraged, the promotion 
of trusts and combinations stands high 
on the list. In the month of March, 
1903, a distinguished republican member 
of congress, on the floor of the house 
of representatives, presented a carefully 
prepared list of industrial combinations 
existing on the Ist day of January in 
that year. They numbered 453, more than 
four-fifths of them apparently organ- 
ized within 6 years under the ‘‘thorough- 
ly protective” Dingley act. To what ex- 
tent this number has been Increased 
since that time, I do not know; but the 
work has gone merrily on. Whatever 
the number may be, we only have to 
compare the,genera] situation and known 
facts now existing with those existing 
when the Dingley law took effect to 
see how prolific this most exorbitant of 
all schemes for tariff protection, has 
been of these industrial contrivances.

If 
this is honestly undertaken and if the 
exigencies of the hour are clearly seen 
and patriotically met, I shall not fear for 
the result, 


Contemptible Charge. 


I will not conclude without speaking 
of We contemptible charge made by de- 
spicable partisanship that the democratic 
party is not entitled to the connuence of 
the people in the emergency which has 
come upon us.

Henry 8S. Johnson, one of the seven 
citizens appointed by Mayor Howell, de- 
clined to accept the appoiniment for the 
reason that he is a member of the board 
of directors of the Atlanta, Knoxville and: 
Northern railroad, one of the qprpora- 
tions to be affected by the action of the 
committee. Mr. Johnson was urged by 
all his fellow members of the committee 
not to sever his connection with the or- 
ganization because of this fact, but he 
was firm and insisted that he should not 
serve. Mayor Howell appointed Robert 
F. Maddox, president of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, to succeed Mr. 
Johnson and Mr. Maddox copsented to 
serve in place of Mr. Johnson, although 
he was by no means anxious to do So. 

The committee did nothing during the 
meeting of yesterday morning beyond ef- 
fecting an organization and requesting 
“Mayor Howell to inform the railroads 
operating in Atlanta that the committee 
will assemble on November 14 for the 
purpose of meeting” with the representa- 
tives of the railroads. 

The committee will meet again Tuesday 
afternoon at 5 o’clock for the purpose of 
making plans for the conference with the 
Yepresentatives of the railroads and de- 
ciding along what lines the conference 
shall be opened.

HIS STATEMENT 


Dramatic Scenes at the Trial 
of Videtto's Slayer, 


Intense Interest Shown as Defend- 
ant Rélates How and Why He 
Killed the Man—Tears in 
the Eyes of Many in 
Tourt Room. 


Augusta, Ga., November 4.—(Special.)— 
The sensations promised, or rather an- 
ticipated, when the prosecution in the 
Chapman case put in its testimony did 
not pan out today, only in the fact that 
the state closed a full day before it was 
expected that it would and there is not 
a scintilla of testimony except what the 
people of the city have known and have 
been discussing for weeks about the 
streets. 

The first witness called at the morning 
Session of the court was Ellison, the 
man who yesterday swore that it was 
J. H. and not H. B. Chapman who fired 
the shot that killed Henry Videtto. He 
was subjected to a rigid cross examina- 


tion by Messrs, Cohen & Wright, for 
ithe defense, but steadfastly stuck to his 
Story that it was the brother of the ag- 
greived husband who did the shooting. 
He denied having told any one at any 
jtime that H. B. Chapman was the man 
| who fired the fatal shot. 

| Alfred Moore, a negro, who was well 
acquainted with both Videtto and Chap- 
\man, was the next witness called by 
\the state, and he flatly contradicted the 
evidence of Ellison. He satd that he 
‘Saw the shooting, was tx the Videtto 
‘Store when it all took place, and was 
confident that the shot wag fired by H. 
R. Chapman. 

When Dr. Charles Crane testified as to 
the mental condition of Videtto when he 
made his ante-mortem statement, the 
gtate, greatly to the surprise of everyone, 
announced that there was no more evi- 
dence from thefr standpoint, It has been 
freely spoken of through the city for 
weeks that the state would attempt to 
show that Videtto went to the Chapman 
| home at the invitation of Mrs. Chapman, 
and that the engagement was made 
through the instrumentality of a colored 
| Servant of the Chapmans. In his ante- 
| Taortem statement Videtto admitted thaf 
| he had been mistaken as to the character 
|Of Mrs, Chapman, but sald that he had 
been misled by a colored woman, wn, 
| told hum that Mrs. Chapman wanted him 
;'to call at the house on the morning of 
| October 14 at 10 o'clock. He fully exon- 
|erated Mrs. Chapman from all blame in 
his dying statement, and requested that 
'H. Be Chapman, the husband, be not 
| prosecuted by any member of his family 
for the shooting, 

Calvin Smith, a white man, Who was 
in the store at the time and an eye-wit- 
ness, corroborated the statements of J. 
H. Chapman and Rodgers, 


Nora Elam Testifies. 

The star witness for the defense was 
Nora Elam, the colored servant in the 
Chapman household. She said that on 
the morning of the !4th of November at 
about 10 o’clock she was in the Kitchen 
of the Chapman house when She heard 
Mrs. Chapman screaming. She dropped 
her work and ran into the dining room, 
from whence the cries were coming, and 
there gaw Viddetto with both hands on 
the shoulders of Mrs. Chapamn, push- 
ing her back toward a lounge that occu- 
pled a side of the room. Mrs. Chapman 
was struggling and saying, “My God, 
'what will I do?’’ The Elam woman said 
i'that as soon as Videtto saw her he de- 
|sisteqd and begged Mrs. Chapman to for- 
‘give him, as he wag mistaken, and not 
|say anything about the matter to her 
husband. The witness denied ever hav- 
ing carried any message to Videtto about 
Mrs. Chapman or from Mrs. Chapman. 
She was positive in all her statements 
and could not ‘be shaken in the cross- 
examination in the slightest.

Were it not for these periodica] an- 
neuncements coming from the «om: 
mission the country would have no 
knowledge that such a body is in prac- 
tical existence. The disbursing offi- 
cers of the government would doubt- 


drafts upon governmental funds made 
by some official bodies approximately 
as impotent; but the people who, at 
the time of its creation, fondly hoped 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
would prove an agency to contro] in 
some degree the action of corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate commerce 
—the people would not know it. 

We say “approximately” as impo- 
tent. Of course, no other body could 
by any possibility be as absolutely 
impotent as has this one. 

The members of the commission 
mean well. They do the best they 
can. They listen patiently to the ar- 
guments in cases brought before 
them, they reach conclusions and ren- 
der decisions; but when they have 
done this they find they have reached 
the extreme limit of their power. 
The act which created the commission 
has been emasculated beyond recog- 
nition by the courts, and congress has 
persistently refused to pass the sup- 
plementary legislation necessary tc 
give the commission power to enforce 
its findings. 

The dispatcno in question announces 
the postponement of hearings in cer- 
tain Georgia cases. Perhaps after all 
it is just as well these cases should 
be postponed. The time of the men 
who have brought them is valuable, 
and judging by. results obtained in the 
past, any valuable time devoted to 
hearings before this body is just that 
much time thrown away. 

It is, of course, not the fault of the 
members of the commission. They 
would like to see the body of which 
they are members given the power 
necessary to make it of real value. 
They are, we believe, able and earn- 
est gentlemen, and the impotence of 
the official body is doubtless most 
galling to its members. They do not 
enjoy finding the commission the 
laughing stock of the public, but that 
is just what it has come to be.

There is not an 
American college of any importance 
that has not sent back to Japan graa- 
uates who are taking an important 
‘part in the development of that coun- 
try and its government. The lond of 
sympathy is necessarily strong. 

But while this is one reason for 
American sympathy, it may be said 
to be only a surface reason. Far 
more potent than any fellow feeling 
of this kind is the knowledge that in 
fighting Russia, Japan is fighting for 
freedom of commerce and the exten- 
sion of real civilization in the great 
territory which is the scene of con- 
flict. 

In fighting against Russian absorp- 
tion of Chinese territory and for the 
“open door” to the world’s commerce 
in that section of the world, Japan js 
serving not herself alone, but the en- 
tire civilized world. Her fight is for 
England and Germany and France a¢ 
well as for the United States of Amer- 
ica; and while France may be tied to 
Russia, and while Germany may be 
selfishly standing aside to grab what 
may come her way, Great Britain and 
America make no secret of their un- 
derstanding of the real issue and their 
sympathy with Japan, whose interests 
are theirs. 

Count Cassini and his compatriots 
ought to understand this. They would 
if they were not Russians.

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OW that Atlanta has gotten things 
N somewhat under way toward a 

compromise of the freight rate sit- 
uation, it would be interesting to know 
what figure the railroad commiasion’s cir- 
cular 30) and the storm of litigation 
which it has raised will cut in any negoti- 
ations that may come about between the 
Atlanta committee and that of the rail- 
roads. 

One member of the railroad commis- 
sion was recently quoted in The Con- 
stitution as saying that even if Atlanta 
should enter into a compromise, it would 
make no difference so far as the policy 
of the commission is concerned in carry- 
ing out the principles it has already out- 
lined in circulars 301 and 302. Another 
member of the commission made a state- 
ment yesterday to the same effect, 50 
that it may be taken for granted the 
commission will continue its fight for a 
reduction of rates within the state on 
the lines already mapped out. 

This being the case it will. not be possl- 
ble, it would seem, to make the abroga- 
tion of circulars 301 and 302, a part of 
the compromise, should an agreement be 
reached, even though these circulars were 
the outcome of a complaint made to the 
commission by the Atlanta freight bu- 
reau. 

It has been suggested in some quarters 
that should the railroads offer Atlanta 
a satisfactory settlement, they might 
insist on the withdrawal of circulars 30! 
and 302, which grew out of Atlanta's 
complaint and which have stirred up a 
vast litigation, the end of which is far 
from being in sight, But now that the 
commissAon has taken action in this mat- 
_ter and issued these circulars, the ques- 
tion is out of the hands of the freight 
| bureau and they could not be withdrawn 
unless the commission should be willing 
| for the matter to take that course, 
“Many other points in the state beside 
| Atlanta are involved in the rate situa- 
| tion,” said a member of the commission 
| yesterday, ‘‘and we have got to take care 
'of them, Even should the contingency 
arise which might make it desirable for 
Atlanta to withdraw her complaint, it is 
not likely that anything would be ac 
complished by it, for other places in the 
state would bring up similar complaints 
and the case would have to be threshed 
out all over again.’’ 

lt would appear, therefore, that, what- 
ever turn the matter may take so far as 
regards Atlanta’s efforts at compromise, 
the case now pending in the United States 
court, involving the principies 1ala Guwh 
by the commission in circulars 30! and 
302, will be fought to a finish. There 
are questions of importance to the rail- 
road commission involved in this litiga- 
tion. The constitutionality of tne act 
creating the body and its right to make 
freight rates within state which it con- 
siders just and reasonable, have been 
brought into question, and it is of grave 
coneern that these matters should be 
definitely determined. 


Pardons Are Granted. 


The prison commission passed on sev- 
eral applications for executive clemency 
yesterday, one or two of which are of 
more than passing interest. 

Florida Thomas, of Clark county, who 
has been in the penitentiary under a 
life sentence since 1890, for arson, was 
pardoned, She was only /I3 years old 
when convicted and sentenced to the 
penitentiary-for life. No serious dam- 
age was done as the@fesult of her crime, 
and her prosecutor, €mong others, récom- 
mended that she be released, 

Joe Thompson, who was convicted in 
Fulton county in 1900 of assault with 
intent to murder, and sentenced to serve 
ten years, had his sentence commuted 
to present service. Thompson procured 
some poison which he prepared for an 
enemy, but some other negroes got hold 
of it and drank it. The effects, while not 
fatal, came near proving so, and he was 
convic@@l of assault with intent to mur- 
der. 

Tom Smith, of Pike county, who was 
sentenced in 1894 to serve fifteen years 
for burglary, had his sentence commuted 
to present service. A commutation to 
present service was also granted in the 
case of A. C. Brown, of Burke county, 
‘who was sentenced to serve fifteen years 
in 1893 for voluntary manslaughter. 
Brown’s term. with allowance for good 
behavior, would have expired within a 
few months, 

Andrew Scoggins, of Newnan, who was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $100 or serve 
twelve months for illegally selling liquor, 
had his fine commuted to $50. John Out- 
‘law. who was sentencéa to. serve 
‘twelve months for illegally selling whis- 
ky, had ‘his term commuted to five 
months. John Drake, of DeKalb county, 
who was sentenced to serve twelve 
months for assault with intent to murder, 
reduced to a misdeamonr, was granted a 
pardon, having already served seven 
months. George Matthews, of Macon, 
sentenced to six months in jail for gam- 
ing, was pardoned. 

Governor Terrell has approved the rec- 
ommendations of the prison commissions 
in all of these cases.

TALKS OF AMUSEMENTS 


SERMON of remarkable strength 
and power was delivered by Rev. 
J. Wilbur Chapman yesterday aft- 
_ 8Fnoon at First Methodist church. The 
@uditorium was crowded long before the 
Bervice opened, and the message of the 
moted evangelist fell on attentive ears. 
Bis. subject was: “Amusements—The 
Christian's Relation to Them.” 

Text: “Behold, we have forsaken all, 
and followed Thee; what shell we have 
therefore?”—Matthew 19:27. 

“This nineteenth chapter of Matthew's 
Gospel presents to us one of the char- 
beteristics for which the Bible stands 
@istinct trom every other book. I am 
very well aware that those of you who 
know your Bibles would say that there 
ere many of these characteristics, but 
the one I have in mind is this: Side by 
side with the mountain of truth, the 
heights of which pierce the clouds as 
Wwe look up and try to study them, we 
Glways find nestling at the foot, the 
Walley; and as this is true in the land- 
Scape of earth, it is also true in the 
study of God’s word, and I do not know 
What there is a chapter in the New 
Testament where the subject is made 
Diainer. 

“For example, over in the first part 
bf the nineteenth chapter we find the 

Jesus talking concerning the ques- 
tion of divorce, and the more He speaks 
the more the disciples seem to be con- 
fused, until at last they turn away from 
Him, I imagine, almost with despair, 
and there, side by side with this truth, 
which seems so incomprehensible to 
them, we find one of the tenderest scenes 
in all the New Testament. It is said 
they brought young children unto Him, 
end it is supposed that the personal 
Pronoun refers to the mothers of the 
children. [ can see them as they push 
their way near to Him, that they might 
eet into the immediate presence of the 
Master, and the disciples trying in every 
way to push them back, unti) at last the 
Lord Jesus, feeling their presence with 
His heart, as well as seeing them with 
His eyes, said to the disciples: ‘Suffer 
the little children and forbid them not, 
to come unto Me, for of such js the 
Rthgdom of heaven,’ and I can see Him 
as He took the little ones in His arms, 
and giving them His blessing, sent every 
mother away with joy in her heart, and 
@ s0ng on her lips. 

This text, which I have chosen, is one 
@f the interruptions which the Lord Jesus 
met as we find Him in this nineteenth 
chapter of Matthew. It is the third 
interruption. I do not need to ask you 
the name of the man who interrupted 
Him. There was only one man who 
would put the thought into words, that 
is the m whom we all love, and his 
mame is Peter. And Peter said unto 
Him: ‘Behold, we have forsaken all and 
followed Thee; what shall we have there- 
fore?” Out from this text this after- 
noon would grow a subject like this; 
The profit and loss in the servige of 
God. 

Joseph Parker says if you want to be 
absolutely certain of the divinity of Jesus 
Christ, take the Gospel of Matthew up 
to the twentieth chapter, place before 
you all the words that Jesus has spoken, 
and then, side by side with them, the 
words of the disciples, and you will be 
impressed with these two things—how 
grand the words of Jesus and also with 
this—how little and thin and piping the 
voices of the disciples do seem to be, 
Add the one up, he said, and as the re- 
sult of your sum in addition you will 
get humanity. Add the other up and as 
a result of your sum in addition you will 
get divinity. 

Self-Sacrifice. 

“When Peter said: “Behold, we have 
forsaken all,’ he not only stated a prin- 
ciple of religion, but of human life as 
well. You ask a man who has been 
successful in business, ‘How did you 
reach your position of fmfluence and 
power?’ and without a single exception 
the successful man of today will say, 
‘By walking along the path of self-sac- 
rifice.’ There were a hundred things I 
wanted to do, but I could not do them; 
I had to be like the apostle of old and 
gay, ‘This one thing I do.’ You turn 
to the man who is a successful teacher, 
a successful lawyer, or a successful phy- 
sicilan, and say to them, ‘How did you 
reach all this proficiency?’ and they, 
too, will say that it was by walking 
along the way of complete self-sacrifice. 
It is a principle of human life as well 
as a principle of religion. 

“Certainly it is true of the latter. 
There are things we must give up if we 
are going to be members of the body of 
our risen Lord; things that the people 
of the world may «ic «th a clear con- 
science, but we may have nothing to do 
with them; we stand in this world for 
God; our responsibility is unto Him, and 
“His reputation is at stake in your life 
and mine. 


Question of Position. 

“Now. I am frank to say that these 
things which we must give up depend 
upon our calling or or position. Dv 
not, for a single moment, imagine that 
l am saying today that there is one 
thing I must give up because I am a 
minister, and you need not give it up 
simply because you are a member of the 
ehurch. That is not true. There is not 
a place in the New Testament where 
you can find a line that would seem to 
make a distinction between the man who 
bas had hands laid upon him {In ordina- 
tion, and the one who is simply a lay 
member of the church. I believe this 
whole question could be settled if We 
would just say this today, ‘We will do 
the things we would like to see our min- 
isters do; we will visit the places where 
we would like to meet them; we will 
practice the things we would like to 
have them practice.’ 

“We would have a very pure church 
in a very short space of time, and yet 
this afternoon I have an idea that some 
of you have taken to yourselves the 
privileges that you would never think of 
granting me. I! am absolutely certain 
that if. it had been announced in the 
press of this city that I was in the 
habit of doing things that some of you 
have done every day for te last week or 
month or year, you would not have 
stepped your foot across the threshold 
of this church to hear me preach. You 
would have had not a particle of con- 
fidence in anything I s§id from this 
sacred desk. And I claim the right be- 


fore God to do anything, or to go to 
any place that any other member of the 
church of Jesus Christ has a right to do 
or go. There are things we must give 
up. What I mean is this: Suppose a 
man is called to be a church member; 
there must be a difference between him 
and his unsaved friend. The Lord Jesus 
meant this when He said, ‘What do ye 
More than others? 

“Now I think we ought to stop this 
afternoon and see just what we are doing 
more than others. Is there a difference 
between you and your unsaved husband, 
between you and your unsaved partner, 
between you and your unsaved conmmpan- 
ion? You may remember the story of the 
young woman who had gone all the 
rounds of the gateties of the week and 
finally she said on Friday evening that 
she could not attend a certain place of 
amusement, and when they put the ques- 
tion to her ag to why she must stay 
away, she said that she was a member 
of the churoh and that there was a pre- 
paratory service for communion. They 
looked at her jn perfect amazement, and 
said to her, ‘Are you a communicant”?’ 
Oh, my friends, there Is never to be 
power in the church until those of us 
who are members of tHe body of the 
Lord Jesus Cfirist realize that there is 
a difference between us and the unsaved 
and the unregenerated. 

“Then, suppose a man is called to be 
@ Minister in the church There are 
certain sacrifices that he must make 


never think of making. The gains of 
the merchant, the fame of the explorer, 
and the power of the lawyer: these things 
@re not for him. Now suppose a man 
Should be called to be an evangelist. I 
know from my own experience that there 
are things that the must give up that 
the pastor the church need never think 
of sacrificing. Sometimes it is ambition; 
sometimes a certain kind of respect of 
men. I know that it is the giving up 
of the ease and comfort,that would nat- 
urally come to one in his home. But 
don’t you see that there is a principle 
running under it all? And this is the 
principle: fhether I am a church mem- 
ber, a minister or an evangelist, I must 
give up everything standing between me 
and the power of God, and I do not he- 
lieve we are honest before God, neither 
do I believe we are faithful and consist- 
ent until we reach the place where we 
are willing to make this complete sacri- 
fice. 

“T do not believe you have any right 
to sit in judgment upon my life, but I 
dio believe that we ought all of us to go 
before God in sincerity and say to Him, 
‘Oh, my Father, I will give up anything 
standing between me and Thee, and in 
the way of the manifestation of Thy 
power.’ Now, if you would be willing to 
do that as a member of my church I 
would be perfectly sure that I would 
never have any trouble with you, and 
would never have any difficulty with you 
about settling these vexed questions. 

Weights To Lay Aside. 

“You remember the word of the apostle 
where he says: ‘Wherefore lay aside 
every weight and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us.’ Can any of you tell me 
what a weight is as the apostle had) it 


in his mind? Why, it is just a little 
thing added to the runner to Increase his 
avordupois, so that he might be equal to 
his adversary in the race; just by an 
accumulation of these little things he 


was made ready to run well his race. 


|Now, the apostle says: ‘Lay aside every 
| weight.’ 
er 


What is a weight? F. B. Mey- 
describes it in this way: ‘A weight 
for a Christian is anything about which 
he has any doubt; it is the thing he 
wants other people to settle for him; 
it is the thing he wants the evAngelist 
to preach about; it is th eone thing he 
would like to have his minister declare 
perfectly right; it is the thing he Its al- 
Ways arguing about. 5 / 
“As a matter of fact, I have never con- 
sidered it wise as a pastor to preach 
against so-called populalr amusements of 
the day for three reasons: First, be- 
cause harmful as they may be in them- 
selves, IT am persuaded that all the sins 
of the church are not to be summed up 
under the heads of theater going, card 
playing and dancing, for there may be 
some in the church who congratulate 
themselves that they, have not been guil- 
ty of these things,’ while, on the other 
hand, they are quite as grievous sinners 
in the eyes of God, and their influence 
has been just as truly crippled as if they * 
had been frequently found in the so- 
called questionable places of amusement. 
‘Second: I always felt, as the pastor 
of a church, that if I should make an ap- 
peal to my people not to do the things 
which, to say the leagt, are question- 
able, and they should agree, because of 
their confidence in me, and their desire 
to please me to order their lives as I had 
suggested; ff then, when the next thea- 
ter party occurred and the next dance 
or card party should be given, they would 
say: "How we wish we had not promised 
the minister that we would refrain from 
these things!” I might look upon their 
lives and call them very circumspect; 
but God looks deeper than the surface, 
and He observes the desire to do the 
things that may be harmful in their 
influence, and they are responsible to 
Him for their failure. I am very sure 
that there is, as a rule, a better way t 
treat this subject than to antagonize it 
publicly, and yet at the same time I 
must say that there are conditions some- 
times in a city which call for the most 
pronounced and emphatic statements 
from the pulpit. If we coulg only in 
Some way léarn the secret of keeping 
people busy in the church and lay upon 
them burdens of responsibility that would 
tax their strength and call forth their 
benevolence, I am persuaded that there 
would be less inclination to do these 
questionable things which make them of 
so little account in the church life. 
“Then there is a third reason. I have 


long ago learned that just in the propor-. 


tion that we grow as Christians we turn 
away from the things that in our ear- 


very attractive to us, 


“If you will turn to Ethesians, the 
fourth chapter and fourteenth verse, yon 
wil) find that it says, ‘Henceforth pe no 
more children.”

It is also probable that the 
resolution providing for an underpass at 
the Boulevard crossing will be reported 
upon adversely, for the reason that the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad has 
announced its intention of withdrawing 
from consideration its petition regarding 
the terminal facilities desireq by that 
railroad near the center of the city. 

The franchise rider is the one that 
was suggested by the freight bureau. It 
provides that no grants or concessions 
made by the general council to any 
railroad shall be operative until equita- 
ble freight rates shall be given Atlanta 
merchants and declares that freight or 
passenger injustices in future shall oper- 
ate’.to render null and void any grants 
or concessions that may in future be 
granted. 

The franchise rider proposed by the 
Atlanta Freight Bureau for adoption is 
as follows:
